The chances are good that the 
question of a bilingual UGEQ 
will come up and whatever the 
majority of delegates decide, will 
be the situation as In .any union. 

Students who arc opposed to 
UGEQ on the basis of individual 
political freedom arc defining 
UGEQ in the: samc^ay^that , the 
Liberal and -New' bcmoofatic par- 
ties are defined as political move- 
ments. 

UGEQ is not that. It is a stu- 
dent movement, a movement for 
all students tiiat will adopt poli- 
cies. But all policies adopted will 
be approved by a majority of 
members, and you can't quarrel 
with that It didn't start off with 
a political orientation. It adopted 
the orientation that its members 
gave it.

After two defeats last year, membership In l'Union Générale des Etudiants du Québec 
hus finally won the support of a majority of McGill students. 



In relatively light voting, Just 
over 50% of those who cast bal- 
lots in yesterday's referendum 
supported McGill's entry into 
UGEQ. 40% favored membership 
in the Canadian Union of Stu- 
dents while 10% indicated no 
preference. The final count was 
2063 for UGEQ to 1489 for CUS 
with 540 not voting for either. 

On another section of the bal- 
lot, the principle of membership 
In national student unions was 
backed overwhelmingly. 

On hearing of the outcome of 
the referendum, UGEQ President 
Robert Nelson said, "NututHlly, 
we are very pleafed that McGill 
has finally decided to join UG- 
EQ. Its membership will, no 
doubt, prove to be beneficial 
both to the university and to the 
aims of UGEQ". 



A pamphlet appeared on cam- 
pus yesterday morning declaring 
"McGill, Stay out of UGEQ" and 
bearing the name of i'AGEUM. 
However, Chantai Gagnon, AGE- 
UM Vice President for Adminis- 
tration, later said "I'AGEUM had 
nothing to do with this. We knew 
nothing about it and it -would be 
totally against the policy of our 
executive to make such state- 
ments. Wc would like to know 
who is responsible". 

Another pamphlet, using the 



format of Students for a Demo- 
cratic University pamphlets and 
bearing the name "Students De- 
manding UGEQ", listed ."0 rea- 
sons why McGill shoiild join 
UGEQ". These included such 
things as "UGEQ does not be- 
lieve in the farce called 'Confe- 
deration'" and "UGEQ does not 
believe in supplying services to 
member organizations". 

Victor Rabinovltch, Chairman 
of SOU, said that the pamphlet

In the referendum, a major- 
ity of students voted to join 
UGEQ. However, only a deci- 
sion made by Council will have 
any official status.; . 

Several still unresolved is- 
sues, including the executive 
applications question and pos- 
sible Council action on the 
Catholic teachers' strike, may 
also come up tonight.

Jim McCoubrey, Students' 
Society president, said last 
night that the results of the 
referendum indicate unequivo- 
cally "what McGill students 
want". 

"An indication of feeling was 
that every faculty, if not in fa- 
vour of UGEQ, was extremely 
close. There was no strong antl- 
UGEQ feeling anywhere", Mc- 
Coubrey told the Dotiy. 

When asked about the unilin- 
gual nature of UGEQ, HcCou-. 
brey said that "every e'ffort pos- 
sible will be made by the En- 
glish universities and college 
to make the union bilhigual as 
soon as possible. 

"If, by our demands, we can 
make French-Canadian nationa- 
lism rear its ugly head, and not 
get biihigualism, we still have 
accomplished something", he ad- 
ded. "I think we can do à lot 



within UGEQ to stress the rights 
for the English minority. These 
rights must be respected by 
UGEQ." 

McCoubrey said that the turn 
out of voters for this refer"' 
dum was smaller' than that'lif 
the previous referendum becau- 
se "there wasn't the antagonism 
toward the campus newspaper 
and the executive of the Stud- 
ents' Council that existed last 
year and that turned out à lot 
of people. U . this had occurred 
durlng'the Doily crisis, we would 
have had 6000 studénts turn out 
to vote. This election was devoid 
of emotion." 

He said that the^desire to join 
UGEQ didn't mean? that McGill 
students accepted all the poli- 
tical policies of UGEQ. "I have 
strong reservations about almost 
all of UGEQ's political policies", 
he pointed -out

Do the people who 
voted us into UOEQ yesterday finally see 
that as citizens of this province we must 
take a constructive attitude toward the 
others who live hero? This morning the ans- 
wer to these questions is an affirmitive one 
and a committed one.. 



It would be too much to conclude that 
McGill students today have mode a sharp 
and complete break with the past. Only 
lost year the maiority of those concerned 
enough to vote chose isolationism. But it can 
be said that after a long period of debate 
and soul-searching the campus, which has 
much the same composition as last year, 
has changed its mind. McGill's prestige in 
all of Canada assures that our gesture 
toward a united Quebec will be noted and 
remembered throughout the country. 

In fact, a look at political activities here, 
as compared with most of the other univer- 
sities in the Province, indicates that McGill's 
rightful role in UGEQ is one of dynamic 
leadership. 

We will be cheating ourselves and delay- 
ing the vital work UGEQ has to do if our first 
overtures toward that organization ore cou- 
ched in the context of language barriers 
that are. largely the , product of our own 
stubbornness and fears. UGEQ Is an orga- 



nization designed to deal with matters of 
education and social change. These are is- 
sues which supersede the false boundaries 
of language and unite all the students of this 
province. 

McGill can be justly proud of its choice, 
even if it is long overdue^ We hove much 
to offer UGEQ from the best aspects of our 
own political experience. Let's get down to 
work now for the betterment of all students 
in Quebec.

Last night's celebration of Tet, the Viet- 
namese New Year, right on our own campus, 
brought the realities of the war in Southeast 
Asia to our own doorstep with renewed 
urgency.

Lest We Forget 

Dear Sir, 

'Recenlly there vas an edito- 
rial in tlio Dally accusing HcGiU 
of cooperating witti the Amer- 
ican draft Dr. Stansbury replied 
to this editorial in a letter, 
from which I would like to 
quote. 

"In your editorial of January 
Utb, you take us to task for 
cooperating with American 
draft boards by reporting 
stand in class. In the Faculty 
of Arts and Science, we did 
not report automatically to 
draft boards at the end of 
term last year, as American 
universities are required to 
do, but wc did comply with 
specific requests from stu- 
dents for a report to their 
draft boards." 

This is an apparently liberal 
stance, in which McGill appears 
as more considerate of the in- 
dividual student facing the 
draft, than are the American 
schools which report^theUr stu- 
dents' marks. McGill 'should be 
compared to the American 
schools which do not reveal 
their students' maries, and thl3 
working of the draft.law should 
be analysed in order to proper- 
ly evaluate McGill's stance, as 
stated in Dr. Stansbury's letter. 

A number of reputable Amer- 
ican universities, notably Co- 
lumbia University and Wayne 
State University have expressed 
concern about the criteria used 
by tlic Selective Service System 
to determine which potential 
ttraflccs may remain in school 
iod which are given combat 
status. As part of their opposi- 



tion to the current draft law, 
those schools have refused to 
reveal their students' marks. 
Under the old draft law, effec- 
tive until last year, if a student 
was in college, he was deferred 
from military service for that 
time. The law was then revised, 
and the criteria of the students' 
marks was added to the original 
requirement of college atten- 
dance. Students and faculty at 
the above mentioned institu- 
tions objected to the principle 
of the new law. Their reasonhig 
can be aummarixed as follow: 
the function of a student is to 
learn, and the function of ;a 
faculty member of an institu- 
tion of higher learning is to 
communicate this higher learn- 
ing, and to lead students Into 
the quest for knowledge. This, 
interaction of student and pro- 
fessor is disturbed by the spec- 
tre of the draft — the student's 
motivation to learn becomes dis- 
honest. He wants to achieve be- 
cause he doesn't want to fight, 
not because he wants to learn. 
The draft laws Interfere with 
the functioning of the univer- 
sity and the training of honest 
scholars. Universities not ob- 
jecting to the present draft re- 
gulations are saying in effect, 
that those students in the bot- 
tom half of the class are dif- 
ferent; they should be allowed 
to face gunfire while the upper 
half of - the class should be 
exempt from this activity. A 
division of the students is im- 
posed from without the univer- 
sity. Columbia and Wayne Stale 
have stated that all their stu- 
dents should remain In school, 
and that the division of.' stu- 
dents by the draft is unjust. 

There are further 4uestlons 
about the draft law, such as, 
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What docs the educational level 
in general have to do with 
whether a man Is a soldier? . 
Why should a college boy be 
exempt from pulling the trig- 
ger, a job which usually falls 
to working class men who tend 
not to go to college and obtain 
deferments. The objections of 
the American universities and 
their students are based on a 
basic discontent with the prin- 
ciples of the law. 

As Dr. Stansbury says, In- 
directly, If an American student 
is discontented with the draft 
law, and does not request Mc- 
Gill to give his marks to his 
draft board, his draft board will 
give the student combat status. 
11iei^st^e^.«hu^ presented In- 
suiHicIent^^denee to get a 2S, 
or scholastic deferment. So, in 
effect, McGill does nothing to 
challenge the Intrusion of the 
draft into the academic func- 
tioning of the university, knd< 
in effect accepts the arbitrary 
division of students imposed by 
the draft board. The fate of the 
American student at McGill is 
the same as that of an Ame^ 
lean student In the US, in one 
of the schools which automatic- 
ally reports the student to bis 
draft board. 

Although concerned with in- 
dividual American students and 
the draft, McGIU does nothing 
publicly to protect the studra^ 
interest .McGill's cooperaOra 
with the draft has been passive, 
rather than active, because as 
Dr. Stansbury points out In his 
letter, the mere holding back 
of marks will not result in safe- 
ty for the student, but on the 
contrary will get him combat 
status. What is required of Mc- 
Gill, If she is to voice active 
opposition to the draft system 



as it concerns the university. 
Is that the faculty actively come 
out and voice thehr objection 
to the current standards used 
in the draft, and that they ob- 
ject to the obstruction of the 
academic process caused for 
American students by their 
government 

In a telephone conversation 
with an assistant to Dr. Stans- 
bury, 1 was told that McGill had 
corresponded with Washington 
and the American consulate 
concerning the draft Hie con-

Therefore 
I do, not feel it is up to the 
Students' Council to try to 
second guess their desires, but 
rather that the onus Is on the 
Schoor of Social Work, if It 
wants special considerations, to 
alert the Chief Returning Of- 
ficer or its Council^pgMcn- 
tatlvé of Its needs. i^^K^j.
